1 . Claims 1-9, 1 1-34, 36-72 are pending. 

2. Claims 4, 13, 17, 20-24, 38 and 47-72 stand withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Groups and species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on 3-29-05, for reasons set forth in the Paper mailed 6-16-05. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



4. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-12, 14-16, 18, 19, 25-34, 36-37 and 39-46 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention, for reasons set forth in the Paper 
mailed 6-16-05. 

Applicant's arguments filed 9-16-05 have been fully considered but are not found 
persuasive. 

Applicant provides a 1985 reference describing a 33 kDa protein that is a kallikrein and 
has serine protease activity and this disclosure combined with Hayashi et al, and the specification 
would reasonably convey to those of skill in the art that Applicant had adequately described the 
genus term "kallikrein-like peptidase". However Hayashi et al., disclosure and the specification's 
disclosure are the same as evidenced by the 35 USC 1.132 declaration and it is highly likely that 
the 33kDa proten disclosed in Lillja et al, and the one kallikren-like peptidase disclosed by 
Applicant are the same, since the specification discloses that the enzymatic light chain of 
kallikrein is 33kDa. So, the genus term Kallikrein-like peptidase is not adequately described by 
the specification, as one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-3, 5-12, 14, 16, 18-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Hayashi et al (reference AL on the IDS submitted 12-19-01), as evidenced by 
Hayashi et al (reference AM on the IDS submitted 12-19-01), both of record for reasons supplied 
in the Office Action mailed 6-16-05. 

Applicant's arguments filed 9-16-05 and 37 CFR declarations filed 9-16-05 have been 
fully considered but are not found persuasive. 

Applicant has adequately removed Hayashi et al., as an author but not an inventor, 
however the Hayashi et al., reference is still by another since is was not explained why Dr. Craig 
Jackson was an inventor but not an author.
